Washington reports indicate that Presi-

president is moved by sensible, practical 
considerations and not by the exigencies 
of politics. Both the senate and house have 
been trying to evolve a bonus bill to serve 
political ends.

ex-service men. 


Presumably Mr. Harding is still stand- 


ing firm for his declaration that he would 
approve 110 bonus bill which did not carry 
with it a tax for defraying the expendi- 
ture, and that tax to be a sales tax. He 
has rejected the senate finance commit- 
tee's proposal for the issuance of twenty- 
year bonds to the soldiers. He is against 
the house plan which also contemplates 
borrowing the money or putting off the 
day of payment. 


If the president holds his ground con- 


gress will attempt to make it appear that 
he is opposed to adjusted compensation 
for the ex-service men. This of course 
is untrue, and if Mr. Harding is as skill- 
ful politically as we believe him to be he 
will not permit congress to get away with 
such misrepresentation. 
Executive pres- 


sure, when exerted for a principle that is 
sound and right, generally prevails. 
It 


did in the navy controversy and it can 
in the bonus dispute. 


EUROPE STILL LOOKS TO AMERICA 


Recent 'statements by Premier Lloyd 


George of Great Britain a?id by statesmen 
of different nations of Europe, including 
those of soviet Russia, leave no doubt that 
the idealism and relative isolation of the 
United States are the most potential forc- 
esin international affairs. It is not the com- 
mercial and financial strength of America 
that is most impressive, as in some cases 
this may be a negative advantage, but ra- 
ther the policy 
that 
aims at 
human 


justice. 


Since the foundation of this republic 


there never has been a selfish motive or 
purpose in our national enterprise. 
We 


have never forcibly annexed territory. We 
have never warred for conquest. 
AVe 


have alway/; endeavored to be fair in our 
dealings with other peoples, and we have 
generally been somewhat more regardful 
of justice to them than of our own rights. 


It is not at all surprising that Lloyd 


George should publicly deplore the ab- 
sence of the United States from the Genoa 
conference. 
Nor is there cause for sur- 


prise in bis statement that it is not the 
chance of Europe's receiving American 
gold that worries the delegates, but their 
weakness without America's moral influ- 
ence. 


Mr. George .said that America's isola- 


tion gives potency to any stand this gov- 
ernment takes. 
In other words, he de- 


clares that the delegates miss the unsel- 
fishness of the American diplomatic poli- 
cy. He publicly admits that the idealism 
of America gives this country's position 
the weight of a just arbiter's. 


There is no reason that we should get 


into "entangling 
alliances" or become 


involved in international politics. 
But we 


cannot avoid participating in world af- 
fairs. 
The prevailing sentiment in all 


lauds for peace, democracy and universal 
accord is the immediate result of the pro- 
pagation of American ideals. 
The world 


still believes in America, and still hopes 
in it. 
American standards \vill be under- 


stood more clearly anJ better than ever as 
soon as the post-war mistrust is dissipated.

The peculiar aura this boy describes is character 


istic of migraine. As a rule the victim sees a brigh 
spot at one side, which enlarges, perhaps becoming 
darker at the center and, changing from round to 
angular or showing zigzag flashes called fortifies. 
tion spectra. 
This lasts as long as half an hou 


sometimes, and then the headache begins, this, too 
usually being one sided. The headache is often as 
sociated with nausea or vomiting. 
But it is a com 


mon mistake to assume that "stomach trouble" is 
the cause of the headache. 
Any severe pain 


causo nausea and vomiting. It is another common 
mistake to assume that because some bile appear.1 
after the victim has emptied the stomach, that "nil 
lousness" is responsible for the attack, and a great

Migraine or megrim usually begins in youth and 


lasts in some cases a life time. The predisposition 
is inherited, but not the disease; defective materia 
in the family manifests itself as migraine in one in 
dividual, as epilepsy or hysteria or some other neu- 
rosis in other individuals of the family. 
Neurosis 


meahs a disease or abnormality of the nervous sys- 
tem^ without a tangible lesion, that is, no discover- 
able morbid change which would explain the con- 
dition. 


As in epilepsy the •victim may have incomplete 


seizures, say momentary loss of consciousness with- 
out cciiMiIsions. so in •iiijcraino the sul'lerer may 
have periodic attacks of dazzling scotomata or flash- 
ing spectra before the eyes with dizziness but no 
headache or periodic attacks of half blindness or to- 
tal blindness ("blind staggers"), or temporary apha- 
sia (loss of power of speech), or one sided deafness, 
or ringing in the cars, followedby the typical sick 
leadache. 
In some instances the aura takes the 


form of a hallucination in which figures of men 
or animals are seen. Temporary loss ot memory 
amnesia) is an occasional aura. 


Migraine seizures occur as often as every 10 days 


or two weeks in some cases, but usually there aie 
ntervals of three to eight weeks. The seizure;, last 
"rom an hour or two to several days, during which 
ime the sufferer desires no food and craves dark- 
ness and quiet. 


The direct cause of these attacks is as much a 


mystery as is the cause of epileptic seizures. There- 
fore all treatment is tentative. Treatment is usually 
based on the theory that the seizures are precipital- 


by recurring intoxication or autointoxication. 


Some physicians assert that small doses of castor 
oil (10 to 20 drops) three times a day for months on 
•nd seem to prevent seizures. 
Some victims have 


issured me that they found remarkable relief by 
oiling a dozen somersaults every day. 
Both treat- 


ments seem foolish. Help yourself.
